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(b) Administrative Problems 

The 1939 session of the legislature passed a law 
authorizing the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles to in- 
spect any motor vehicle used for the purpose of. trans- 
porting school children. In November of that year the 
Motor Vehicle Department issued a set of requirements 
for school busses. These new requirements necessitated 
the checking of many vehicles being used and: caused a 
number of minor adjustments. On July 1, 1940, two 
other sets of requirements were issued which forbade the 
use for school transportation of many vehicles formerly 
used for such purposes. The problem thrown onto school 
boards and superintendents with these new regulations 
were truly serious because of the difficulty of finding 
vehicles that conformed to the new requirements and of 
finding ways of financing the purchase of these new and 
more expensive vehicles. During the summer four new 
school busses were purchased in this supervisory union; 
one for Pittsfield, one for Wolfeboro, one for Alton and 
one for Tuftonboro. <A-.good part of the superintendent’s 
time during the summer was spent in work on the details 
of the thirty-five different transportation contracts in 
the union. About half of the vehicles used this year 
were not used by their present owners for school trans- 
portation last year As no provisions were made by the 
Motor Vehicle Department for inspecting the vehicles 
used for school transportation to see whether or not they 
met the requirements set up by the department, much 
added work was thrown onto the school boards and 
superintendent. The total amount which will be spent 
for transportation of children in this supervisory union 
during the year 1940-41 will be about $19,500.

During the Christmas vacation of 1940 the Ridge 
schoolhouse was wired for electricity at a bid price of 
s68.00. It is expected that the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration line passing the schoolhouse will be ener- 
gized in the early spring so that electric lights may be 
available for dark days. When this happens every school 
building in this supervisory union will have the advan- 
tages and benefits of electrical service. 

Both the Plains schoolhouse and the one at the 
Ridge are badly in need of painting and the budget has 
been prepared with the idea of meeting this need. An 
estimate of $150.00 has been submitted to the board for 
this work.

Part VI. Auxiliary Activities and Special Reports 
(a) Report of School Health Work 
Ruth 8. Langille 


To the Townspeople, Sehool Board, and Superintendent 
of Schools: 

There has been very little epidemic sickness in. 
New Durham during the past year. Aside from some 
scalp and skin infections, a case of chicken pox required 
following up. 

The greatest project undertaken in New Durham 
was the correction of eye defects. The Parent Teachers 
Association following up the previous year’s work with 
glasses, once again made it possible for the eyes to be 
rechecked and any necessary changes made. In prepara- 
tion for this work a special retinoscopic examination 
was given and the needs of the various pupils estimated 
before the project was undertaken. This saved time, 
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money and transportation extra. Fifteen of the 19 who 
needed glasses were fitted. 

During the winter months New Durham was fortu- 
nate enough to have surplus commodities in the form of 
apples, oranges, grapefruit juice, raisins, and canned 
peaches left at the schools for the pupils. This with the 
hot lunches provided by special appropriation, made it 
possible for the pupils to have much extra nourishment. 
There were fewer colds it seemed. 

The eye corrections should be continued if  pos- 
sible. After eye defects the worst need of New Durham 
pupils is for the establishment of a school dental clinic. 
The teeth of most of the pupils are in bad condition. 
Only 6 New Durham pupils had any dental corrections 
last year. Two pupils had tonsil and adenoid opera- 
tions,

(b) Hot Launches 


Again for the year 1940-41 surplus commodities 
are available to supplement the hot lunch program. In 
December, 1940 the following were delivered: 4 bushels 
of apples, 25 large cans peaches, 32 pounds prunes, 52 
pounds raisins, 45 pounds cereal, 3 100-pound bags potu- 
toes, 66 cans evaporated milk, 50 pounds rice, 8 small 
bags white flour, 1 small bag graham flour, 10 pounds 
corn meal, and 40 dozen eggs. On January 28, 1941 an 
other similar supply of foods was obtained from the same 
source. 

To further help with the hot lunches the Federal 
Government is furnishing a helper at the Plains school, 
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where about 40 pupils are being provided nourishing 
school lunches every day. This program means much in 
the way of better health and better school work for 
many of these children.
